BUT NO SALARIES 
FUR “VICE SQUAD" 


Council’s Finance Commit- 
tee Orders Vouchers Held 
Up Until the Chief Obeys 
Police Board Order. 


Alleging that Police Chief James L. 
Beavers is ignoring the tinstructions of 
the police board by keeping eleven men 
on the police payroll and working them 
in the “vice squad,” counctil’s finance 
committee Thursday afternoon adopted 
a resolution. introduced by Councilman 
Edwin F. Johnson to hold up the sal- 
ary vouches of the eleven men until the 
chief complies with the orders of the 
board and the intent of the finance 
sheet 

Trouble ts brewing as the result of 
the action of the finance committee. Im- 
mediately after the committee adjourn- 
ed Councilman Johnson, who is chair- 
man of the police committee and the 
only member of councii authorized to 
approve the vouchers of the depart- 
ment, called up Chief Beavers and in- 
formed him of the action of the com- 
mittee, and after a rather heated con- 
versation Councilman Johnson made the 
statement that the chief informed him 
that he will continue to work the eley- 
en men in the vice squad until he “gets 
written instructions from the potice 
board.” 

Saya Chief Ignores Orders. 

Councilman Johnson declares that 
Chief Beavers is acting contrary to the 
intent of the finance committee when it 
drew up the appropriat.on for the po- 
lice department. 

“The finance committee did not make 
any provision for the plainclothes 
sgquad,” Councilman Johnson saya. “Ev- 
ery member of the police board under- 
stands that. I believe, and it seems to 
me that Chief Beavers snould know 
the status of his department's finances.” 

Councilman Johnson declined to dis- 
euss at length his conversation with 
Chief Beavers. Iie explained, however. 
that he made it plain to the chief that 
he would not sign the salary vouchers 
of the eleven men in question. He said 
that he suggested to the chief that the 
situation be straightened out. but that 
the chief informed him rather emphat- 
ically that he would continue to work 
the men in plainclothes until definite 
written orders given him by the 
poard of commissioners.

TEXT OF NOTE 
BY GERMANY. 


The text of Germany's 
American note follows: 

“The imperial government has ex- 
amined the comnvunication from the 
United States government in the same 
spirit of good will and friendship by 
which the communication appears to 
have been dictated. The imperial gov- 
ernment is in accord with the Unitea 
States government that for both par- 
ties it is in a high degree desirable 
to avoid misunderstandings 
might arise from measures announceg 
by the German admiraity and to pro- 
vide against the occurrence of inet- 
dente which might trouble the friena- 
ly relations which so far happily exist 
between the two governments. 

“With regard to the. assuring of 
these friendly relations, the German 
government believes that it may all the 
more reckon on a full understanding 
with the United States as the proceq- 
ure announced by the German admi- 
ralty, which was fully explained in the 
note of the fourth instant, is in no w ay 
directed against legitimate commerce 
and legitimate shipping to neutrals. 
but represents solely a4 measure of self- 
defense, imposed on Germany by -her 
vital interests, against Engiand’s 
method of warfare, which is contrary, 
to international law, and which so far 
no protest by neutrals has succeeded 
in bringing back to the generally 
recognized principles of Jaw as existing 
before the outbreak of war.

KAISER TO DIRECT 
“BLOCKADE” OF ENGLAND. 

London, February 19.—3:17 a 
A Daily Mail dispatch from 
hag zen dated Thursday says: 

ES mperor William, with his 
Admiral Prince Henry of Prussia, and 
Admiral von Tirpitz, the minister of 
the navy, and their respective staffs, 
left Berlin today for  Wilhelmshaven, 
Helgoland and other naval stations to 
direct the arrangements for blockad- 
ing England. 

“It is reported that the Germans have 
built 120 big mine laying submarines 
during the last six months, each with 
a carrying capacity of more than 100 
mines.”’ 

BRITISH VESSELS 
SAILING AS USUAL. 

London, February 18.—No incidents, 
So far as is known, have yet marked | 
the opening of Germany’s submarine 
blockade of the British isles, although 
it has ,been in force for 
hours Nor has the British govern- 
ment thus far announced its promised 
retaliatory measures. 

Precautions, however, are being 
taken on this side of the North sea, 
and although the German government 
has warned the German people ’ not 
to expect any sensational developments 
for some days, the regular cross-chan- 
nel passenger services have been some- 
what curtailed and altered. Other- 
wise the sea-borne trade of the coun- 
try is proceeding much as usual. 

The White Star steamship Adriatic, 
from New York, February 10, 
tue Irish sea during the night, but 
did not resort to the use of a neutral 
flag to evade German submarines. Oth- 
er ocean liners freight steamers 
maintaining regular schedules. 

A fleet of freight steamers left Den- 
mark for England with provisions 
aboard, and it was to keep track of 
these, it is believed, that German air- 
ships, one of which was destroyed by 
fire yesterday, and another of which 
was reported wrecked today on the 
Danish coast, have ‘been so active. 

In England Germany’s rer ply to the

A recent magazine writer on the 
of United States pension expenditures 
to the circumstance that while pensions for 
the civil war are decreasing at the rate of 
35,000 a year, the annual pension expenses 
are now greater than ever before Touch- 
ing on this, The Atlanta Constitution, one of 
the leading democratic newspapers of the 
country, remarks: 

“No one objects to legitimate pen- 
sions within legitimate bounds, but the 
people revolt at the plunder now char- 
acterizing pension legislation. The at- 
titude of the democratic party in. this 
respect is particularly indefeéensi- 
ble. Traditionally the champion of 
economy, it seems to have formed a co- 
partnership with pension and §politi- 
cal graft of the worst type.” 

This arraignment of the dominant party 
within the party’s ranks is, we think. no 
more scathing than is deserved. As the mayz- 
zine writer remarked, it was had 
when one republican administration 
another shamelessly put tl! 
creasing blanket and private pension appro- 
priations; that the democratic administration, 
which promised so much along the line of 
retrenchment, should go even farther than 
its predecessors is sorely disappointing 

Beginning in 1867 with about $20. 
pensions have increased steadily until such 
allowances annually at present aggregaie 
about $175,000,000. In the closing year of 
the Taft administration the total pension ap- 
propriation ran above $150,000,000; for the 
third year of the Wilson administration the 
total will be between $20, 000,000 and $25,000, - 
YUU greater. 

There is another phase of this 
which calls for particular attention at this 
time. Whatever difference of opinion may 
exist with regard to the righteousness of the 
claims made and allowed on account of pen- 
sions, one fact, at least, is beyond dispute. 
In addition to the cost of carrying on its 
wars, the United States to date has paid 
out nearly $5,000,000,000 to veterans of these 
wars and to their dependents. Since 1889 
the annual draft on the revenues 
pension fund has not once been below $109,- 
000,000; since 1890 it has never been below 
$130,000,000; since 1908 it has mevep.been 
below $150,000,000. and now it feemsto have 
risen to $175,000,000, toAstay Ait this level or 
to go higher later on. Yhese are figures 
worthy the serious attertOn of those who it 
times are disposed to think lightly on the 
subject of going to war. 

The United States is, of course, not un- 
willing to recompense all who have made 
sacrifices or suffered losses in behalf of the 
common weal; the nation, on the contrary, 
is desirous of rewarding generously all who 
have rendered it patriotic service. Nor is 
it disposed to overlook their immediate de- 
pendents. What calls for protest is, that ad- 
ditions involving the disbursement of 
creasing millions annualiy should 
to the pension rolls claims presented by 
those to whom the nation is apparently un- 
der no obligations. The fact that 20,099 
pension bills are introduced in every session 
of congress, a fact vouched for by a recent
